S.0.264(E)-— In exercise of the powers conferred by the provisa to section 22 of the Standards of 
Weights and Measures Act, 1976 (60 of 1976) read with rules 18,19 and 20 of the Standards of 
Weights and Measures (General) Rules, 1987, the Central Government hereby permits M/s FMI 
Limited, Ferozepore Road, Ludhiana - 141001, to manufacture the following non-standard tape 
measures exclusively for export purposes, for a period of six months from the date of publication 
of this order, namely. 

i) Steel Measuring Tapes 1m to 100m (3ft to 328ft) 

ii) Glass Fibre Measuring Tapes lm to 100m (3ft to 328ft) 

iii) Metal Wired Measuring Tapes lm to 100m (3ft to 328ft) 

This permission is subject to the following terms and conditions, namely:- 

1) No non-standard weights and measures manufactured for export purposes as specified in 
(i) to (iii) above, shall be sold or otherw ise distributed within the territory of India; 

2) The firm shall submit to the Central Government, at the end of six months, a statement as 
to the quantity of the non-standard weights and measures exported by it and the 
particulars of the person to who such export has been made; 

3) The firm shall maintain a monthly record of the number of such non-standard weights 
and measures manufactured by it, number of non-standard weights and measures 
exported by it and number of non-standard weights and measures in stock or under 
production. The record so maintained shall be open to inspection by an officer authorized 
by the Central Government in this behalf. The firm shall submit to the Central 
Government, at the end of the every six months, a statement as to the quantity of the non¬ 
standard weights and measure exported by it and the particulars of the person to whom 
such exports have been made; 

4) Each of the non-standard with and measures, shall carry a declaration that it is meant “for 
export purposes only; and 

5) A six monthly statement in the following proforma shall be submitted to the Central 
Government
